PEARY ANNEXED 


THE NORTH POLE 


Notifies State Department He Has 


Taken Possession of Region in 


Name of President. 


"GLORY ENOUGH FOR BOTH." 


Washington, Sept. 11.—Commander Peary's first official notification 


tp the navy department direct of his return and of his discovery of the 
north pole, came to the department In the following dispatch sent by him 
from Battle Harbor yesterday. It reads as follows: 


"Respectfully report my return; hoisted navy ensign on north pole 


April 8. 


(Signed.) 
"Peary." 


The following message has been received at the state department 


from Peary: 


"Battle Harbor, Sept. 10.—Secretary State, Washington: 
Respect- 


fully report hoisted stars and stripes on north pole April 6 and formally 
took possession of that entire region and adjacent, for and in name of the 
President of the United States of America. 
Record and United States 


flag left in possession. 


(Signed.) 
"Peary." 


'Acting Secretary Adee, of the state department in answer to inquiries 


Bald that that state department had no comment to make as there was no 
Question before him. 


Responding to Commander Peary's dispatch, acting Secretary Win- 


throp «ent the following telegram of congratulations: 


"To Commander Peary, Battle Harbor, Labrador: 
Your telegraphic 


report received. Navy department extends hearty congratulations on your 
luccessful attempt to reach the north pole. 


(Signed.). 
"Winthrop." 


Washington, Sept. 11.—To the presi- 


dent of the United States and to the 
secretary o£ state, before whose de- 
partment may come any questions that 
may arise regarding the. right of pos- 
session of the region of the north pole 
and arctic region traveled by Peary, 
and to the navy department, of which 
he Is an officer, Commander Robert B. 
Peary has communicated the results 
of his expedition and the fact that 
he had reached the north 
polo and 


hoisted the stars and stripes on April 
6 last and adds that he formally took 
possession o£ that "entire region and 
adjacent for, and in name of the pres- 
ident, United States America." 


The commander's dispatch 
to the 


navy was typical of that o£ an officer 
returning from a mission announcing 
to his superior officer respectfully that 
fact, and adding tliat he had hoisted 
the navy ensign on the north pole o.n 
the 6th of April. 


No Comment to Make. 


Mr. Adee, acting secretary .of state,, 


declined to make any comment what- 
ever, on the dispatch from Commander 
Peary on the ground that there was no 
question before the department. 


Mr. Winthrop promptly sent Com- 


mander Peary a dispatch on behalf of 
the navy 
department, extending his 


hearty congratulations on Peary's suc- 
cessful attempt to reach the north 
pole. 
, 


Mr. Winthrop voiced the sentiments 


of the naval officials when he said that 


• the navy department 
naturally -was 


very much gratified that Civil Engineer 
Peary, who is an officer in the civil 
engineer corps of the- naval establish- 
ment, .had succeeded after many at- 
tempts In reaching the pole. The com- 


,- .ftander • is now on leave 
of absence 


from the navy, but he is detailed to 
duty with the coast and geodetic sur- 
ivey making "the tidal observations on 
\he coast of Grantland and Greenland." 


Talks Like Cornfield Sailor. 


Some little comment and no little 


amusement wern created in the navy 
department 
when Peary's dispatch 


came this morning saying 
he had 


hoisted the navy ensign on the pole. 
Unlike most 
foreign 
countries the 


American navy has no ensign, but the 
flag that flies over the vessels of the 
navy Is the. same that floats to the 
breeze over the white'house at Wash- 
ington. There is a navy pennan't, hut 
this is used to designate ships in com- 
mission under certain circumstances. 


Again today the officials of the coast 


nnd geodetic survey Indicated 
their 


willingness to arbitrate 
the dispute 


that has arisen from 
the 
claims of 


Peary and Cook. However, there has 
been no official request for such ac- 
tion. 


Not Required to Report. 


Commander Peary, while .commis- 


sioned to make certain observations for 
the coast and geodetic survey, Is not 
required to submit a report to that bu- 
reau and' he undoubtedly will submit 


le results of the soundings and ob- 
ervations of tidal action to the sur- 
ey,-but the superintendent of the sur- 
ey has no power to require a .full re- 
ort. 
This probably will be made by 


'eary to the Peary Arctic club, which 
nanced the expedition. 
As Dr. Cook has no official connec- 
on with the government the question 
f arbitration by the coast and .geo- 
etic survey rests entirely with the ex- 
lorers and their willingness to sub- 
nit their observations to the survey 
fficials. In Its regular appropriation 
he coast and geodetic survey is grant- 
d a sum for miscellaneous purposes 
and this is available for defraying the 
ixpenses of an arctic commission.

II. 
From daylight, however, Chris- 


tiansand had been watching the en- 
trance for the Melchoir. Every ves- 
sel In the harbor was gayly decorated 
with flags and nil the available small 
craft had been chartered to bring out 
sightseers from the shore. 


Distinguished Honor. 


A salute of seven guns was fired 


from the deck of the Melchoir and an- 
swered by seven guns from the Chrls- 
tiansanrt 
fort. This 
especial honor 


was accorded Dr. Cook, a civilian, on a 
special order issued by King Haakon. 
As soon as the smoke of the saluting 
guns 
had 
cleared 
away 
steam 


launches darted out from shore bear- 
ing the civil and military authorities 
to the vessel with Dr. Cook on board. 
The explorer received the officials on 
thn bridge of. the Melchoir, M. Kold 
the manager of. the Scandinavian line, 
who had accompanied him from Co- 
penhagen, stood 
by 
his side. 
The 


ship's band played the "Star Spangled 
Banner," while the Norwegian depu- 
tations paid homage to the explorer.

Cook's Friends Say Peary Has Become 


Offensive/ 


New York, Sept. 11.—The Cook- 
'eary .controversy over the discovery 


of the -north pole continues with un- 
abated fury. For the time. being the 
great achievement itself is somewhat 
obscured if not lost in the intensity 
of feeling which has been 
aroused 


over the personal aspect of the two 
conflicting claims. 


Commander Peary's latest dispatch 


challenging Cook's claim and charac- 
:erizing it as "a gold brick" added fuel 
to the already fierce fire of charge and 
counter charge. Each explorer has his 
camp of loyal champions and defend- 
ers, centering in ,the various polar or- 
ganizations with which they have been 
identified, but ramifying throughout 
scientific and public circles generally. 


In these divided camps plans are be- 


ing formed on a prodigious scale for 
the welcome to be accorded to the two 
claimants for polar 
honors, and at 


present plans indicate that both ex- 
plorers will arrive a.bout 
the 
same 


time. The 
demonstrations 
greeting 


them promise to bring to a climax the 
present intense 
feeling of 
approval 


and disapproval. 


Peary's latest challenge to Cook's 


claim is viewed with varying shades 
of feeling by the supporters of the two 
men..- It is accepted by both sides as a 
direct charge of the untruthfulness of 
Cook's narrative. 


Peary Claims Proofs. 


It is noted also that Peary now adds 


the statement that he had proofs of his 
statement contradicting Cook. 


To give added emphasis to this he 


twice recites his possession of proof. 
It is also noted that his intention to 
present this proof is "when he (Cook) 
makes a full statement of his journey 
over his signature." 


Peary also requires that this written 


statement from Cook shall be made "to 
some geographical society 
or othor 


reputable body." 


In this connection Copenhagen dis- 


patches have already stated that Cook 
was ready to submit his claim to the 
coast and geogetic survey at Washing- 
ton or other scientific bodies If. Peary 
would do the same thing. 


The use of the phrase "a gold brick" 


In referring to Cook's claim is looked 
upon by the champions of Dr. Cook 
as particularly offensive. They regard 
it 9S not only ,1 challenge of his ve- 
racity hut as one of such serious im- 
portance in ref!ertinsr

For the sake of stockholder?, as 
well as for his own interests, he knew 
that unless the strongest money pow- 
er in the country got "under" the 
market the effect of his death would 
be disastrous.

character and purport as that which 
he has already submitted, he would 
do better to suppress what remains. 
When Cook asserted the speed with 
which he dashed over the concluding 
stage!) of his journey explorers and 
scientists became 
Incredulous, said 


the American had achieved marvelous 
celerity and must have found favoring 
conditions wholly unheard of prev- 
iously, which 
was 
the 
polite and 


scientific way oC expressing the most 
positive doubt. 


Now come the brief chapters of 


Commander Peary's narrative, assert- 
ing a speed not merely equal to what 
Cook claimed, but greatly exceeding 
It. Cook found a. lot of smooth going 
and a year later Peary encountered 
the same conditions. Peary IB corrob- 
orating Cook, not Cook Peary- Cook 
came out of the polar region ahead of 
Peary. He left his records and docu- 
ments there with Harry Whitney, the 
explorer and hunter. 
It Is evident 


Peary has had access to Cook's rec- 
ords, and it Is to be hoped that when 
he did he behaved honorably. 
But 


bearing In mind that Cook all the 
time was ahead of Peary, it may read- 
ily be appreciated which of the two 
is the more exposed to ugly charges. 
The naval man has pressed with more 
zeal than discretion against the story 
of his rival. There Is going to be the 
hottest sort of a. controversy and it is 
to be hoped it will be conducted with 
all possible appeal to reason and tes- 
timony of fact and that finally the 
.verdict will Issue wholly upon its mer- 
its. 


.The unmanly whining of Peary that 


Cook has acted in an unfair and un- 
sportsmanlike manner, that ho took 
Peary's Eskimos and dogs and went 
pole-hunting in the closed season with- 
out, a special permit of privileged in- 
dulgence countersigned by Peary, can- 
not in any wise be considered as evi- 
. deuce,, but it is hurting Peary's cause. 
A pole-finder should be of sterner 
stuff. 


All that the great world wants to 


know, is whether or not the pole was 
reached, who reached It and who did 
not, if one. failed and Is now ex- 
ploiting a spurious fame. 
But this 


•will be well to keep in mind—Peary's 
story in m'any essential and in some 
vital particulars conjoins with Cook's 
narrative and that Cook was ahead of 
Peary all the time.

There was much talk of the third degree when 


Cbastine Cox confessed to the murder of Mrs. Jane 
L. De Forest Hull. Dr. Hull, the victim's husband, 
fell under suspicion. At the iuquest a witness ap- 
peared who declared that while seated iu Bryant 
Tark one evening he had been approached by an aged 
man (whom he identified as Dr. Hull), who produced 
?1GO and promised to give it to him 1C he. would kill 
Mrs. Hull. The police got from Dr. Hull a list of 
Mrs. Hull's missing jewelry, some of which they im- 
mediately recovered In pawnshops where a negro had 
left it. They noted that there had been no forceful 
entry into the bouse, aud Cos, who had been a ser- 
vant iu the house, was missing. 


They traced Cox to Boston. Wheu he was arrested 


there Mrs. Hull's watch was found on him. Cox con- 
fessed without pressure. The motive behind the tes- 
timony at the Coroner's was never investigated, but 
the witness was a convict, aud lie had been procured 
by a person whom the police habitually distrusted. 
Cox suffered the death penalty. 


These are sample instances in which the third 


degree had conspicuous public parade. Exact narra- 
tion of the meaus by which the several confessions 
were obtained seemed inexpedient to the police in 
their accounts of current work. Hence at snch times 
inference and 
imagination had plenty of rope. 


Ungcr's transfer to a cell containing the implements 
of his butchery may be noted as the only instance in 
which terror was invoked to force confession. 
As 


to charges of prolonged cruelty, the law entitles 
every prisoner to a prompt hearing before a magis- 
trate, who may discharge or send to prison to await 
action by higher authority, police custody being thus 
very brief. 


A detective whose reputation became 
interna- 


tional through his service will', the New York police 
makes this statement on the subject:— 


"Take my word for it that the third degree is 


meaningless as applied to methods in this city. 
Success in detective work implies a training which 
tils a 'man to act in any emergency. The ways of 
criminals are lo be learned only at close range- 
by association with them. 
When n detective learns 


fheni the scene aud outward circumstances of a 
crime enable him to judge by what class of criminal 
it was committed. Then lie knows how and where 
to push his search, lie has a problem lo solve which 
habit has made professional. 


"A detective of .strong will and clear head will 


outmatch any criminal. He has the tremendous ad- 
vantage of being single minded in his work. If he 
i)»eds to be adroit in questions, with the view of not 
disclosing at first precisely what is wanted, he will 
soon wear down the criminal whom he ordinarily 
meets, for the criminal ttnis questioned has all the 
things he has ever done buzzing in tbe top ot his 
head, and that soon tires him. 


"Detection of crime in this city hns come from 


reasoning on experience and from quick and de- 
cisive action. 
The detect.ive's case is pretty well 


worked out when he makes an Jirrcst. In any oc- 
cupation the trained man knows lurw to handle situa- 
tions that would dismay cue untrained. Thai is emi- 
nently iriie in the detective line. .When a detective 
know? his business he knows how to trace crime and 
to fasten it win-re it belongs. That is ail there is to

A man must 
ght his way through doubt to the 
lear and sunlit spaces which lie be- 
pond. He can do this only by hard 
ind honest thinking. "Coiue, let us 
•eason together," saith the Lord. 


This has been the exhortation of the 


Almighty from the beginning. In the 
ulness of time Jesus came, and in 
Jesus we hear God saying, "Come, 
uow, let us reason together." Jesus 
\v:is always reasoning. 
It has been 


eaid that He never argued, and that 
is true If we meun He never argued in 
.he form of Occidental syllogisms; 
but In the deepest sense He was al- 
ways arguing. His whole speech was 
it reasoned argument. His questions 
are mightier than syllogisms and com- 
pel the mind to reason. "Is not a 
L-.an better than a sheep?"

The priest, the Levite, the Samari- 
tan: Which now o£ these three think- 
est thou was neighbor unto him that 
foil among the thieves?" "When the1 


lord of the vineyard cometh, what will 
he do unto those husbandmen?" "If 
ye, being evil, know how to give good 
gifts unto your children, how much 
more will your Heavenly Father give 
tne Holy- Spirit to them that aalc 
Him?" The Christian religion is God's 
voice saying "Come, now, let us rea- 
son together." 


Many a man is not a. Christian be- 


cause he is not willing to reason the 
matter out with God in Christ.

our convictions are becoming flabby 
t Its because we do not think. If the 
old distinctions between right and 
wrong are 'fading out it is because 
we hare ceased to reason with God. 
If the sens* of sin is to-day disappear- 
ing from the hearts of men it is be- 
cause they are too busy to sit down 
and meditate with God. I have heard 
men bewail the fact that they had no 
time to get acquainted with their 
wives and children. This indeed is 
tragic to have no time to s*t ac- 
quainted with one's self. We never 
know ourselves until we think about 
our life with God. Let us, then, 
spend more time in reasoning wtlh 
him. Let us pick up the things which 
we have lost. Let us sit down and 
think about that man which we fully 
intended to be and which, alas, we 
have never yet become!

On the other side, 
in the same frame, was the picture of 
a »-hite haired man, seventy years old.

part of these pictures was the inscrip- 
tion at the top, "Both are unneccssar- 
ly blind." 
"Another of the large pictures was 
that'of a'group of blind babies from 
the Boston Nursery for Blind Babies. 
Under this picture was the inscription. 
'Just blind babies." 


The plan pursued .was somewhat as 


follows, modified in accordance with 
local needs and conditions:—A repre- 
sentative of the committee would visit 
a town some days before a meeting 
was to be held, call on the chief of 
ftcials. make the acquaintance of lead- 
ing members of the clubs and welfare 
oreaniz-itions. obtain the Interest and 
co-operation of the papers, find * plac? 
for the exhibit arrange dates for the 
meetings and provide for general ad- 
vertising. In some of the cities it wa? 
found profitable to have large placard, 
printed, which were placed in the win 


dows ot stores and on public bulletin 
boards. 
These were supplemented by 


dodgers, widely distributed. 


On going to the town with the ex- 


hibit it was found desirable to visit 
many of the leading citizens and givi; 
them personal invitations to attend the 
exhibit and lectures. This afforded an 
opportunity to explain the work of the 
committee and almost Invariably re- 
sulted in gaming for this work the ac- 
tive interest of the persons invited. 
Literature was distributed in a person- 
al and effective manner. 


In some places it was possible to 


arrange with clubs to send out invita- 
tions to their members. The mothers' 
meeting in Dunkirk was arranged in 
this way and proved to be highly suc- 
cessful.

Estimate ot the Number for 


Eacli Stuta Next Your. 


Washington, Sept. it.— About sixty - 


Jlve thousand enumerators will be 
needed for the thirteenth decennial 
census ot the United States, and also 
nf Hawaii and Porto Rico, according 
to estimates prepared for Census Di- 
rector Durand by Geographer Chas. S. 
ploane, of the census bureau, In whose 
division the enumerators' districts are 
defined and fixed. This is an increase 
of about 11,000 over the number of 
Schedule-carriers in 
tho census of 


1900. 


Director Duranil points out that the 


per diem enumerators In 1900, accord- 
Ing-.to the provisions of section 16 of 
the act approved March 3, 1899, were 
required to work ten hours a day, but 
In the act providing for the thirteenth 
and 
subsequent decennial censuses, 


the time Is fixed at eight hours a day.

The present census law requires that 


the enumerators

Great care should be taken In the 


selection of the -willow bed. Eich, per- 
manently moist sandy loam gives best 
returns, though ordinary moist sandy 
land often yields profitable crops of 
willows. 


Poor soils produce 
paying 
crops 


where there Is a market for abort rods. 
Avoid land on which water is stagnant 
during the summer. If by drainage the 
water level on such land can be low- 
ered at least six feet below the surface 
the situation may be considered ap- 
propriate. 


Do not plant willows in localities 


where early frosts occur. The tender 
shoots are easily Injured by the cold. 


Plow ten or twelve Inches deep in 


the fall, prior to planting the following 
spring. This turns. the top layer of 
the soil so deep that weed., seeds can- 
jiot. spring up. 
;; If .rain is! insufficient, irrigate the 
willow bed if possible, but thorough 
drainage must be provided, as water 
must not stand on the surface. It is 


„ best also to keep the land well drained 


during the winter. 


Returns depend very largely upon 


the method of culture, but more upon 
the variety of the willow planted, be- 
cause the shoots of even the beet va- 
rieties and in the most suitable soil 


inches for dry, sandy soil. 


Although it is generally advised to 


prepare cuttings just before planting, 
they may be made several weeks In 
advance and partially burled In mod- 
erately moist sand and stored In a cold 
barn until needed. 


Bury the cuttings in eand to within 


one inch of the top. Care should be 
taken.to have the buds point upward. 


Pltht early In the spring, as soon as 


the frost Is out of the ground, 
spacing the plants the following .prin- 
ciple holds for all willows and for all 
soils: 
The closer the cuttings are 


planted the more valuable—1. e.. more 
flexible, tough, slender and branchless 
the rods become. On the other hand, 
they must not be planted so close that 
tlie soil In and between the rows can- 
not be cultivated. 


As a. general rule cuttings should be 


spaced eight inches apart in the rows 
and twenty Inches between the rows. 
Willows with small leaves should be 
planted six by eighteen Inches or live 
by fifteen inches apart. Otherwise 
they are likely to branch too much. 


The number of cuttings required to 


plant an acre nine Inches apart and 
twenty inches between rows Is 34,000. 


Cultivate early In the spring and 


as often as necessary to remove all 
weeds and to keep the soil loose. If 
this Is done well for the first two or 
three years there will be very little 
trouble with weeds thereafter, because 
the weeds are completely shaded out 
by the dense leaf development. "Bind v 
weeds and wild morning glories are 
very troublesome in most holts, and 
must be.removed. This holt cannot be 
cultivated too often so long as the 
stools and shoots are not injured by 
the cultivator. 


The best time for cutting the rods 


is between Nov. 15 and Feb. 15. Rods 
from one-year-old holts should be cut 
at the end of the first year, preferably 
when the ground is frozen. 


During the first year the root system 


is small and care must be taken in cut- 
ting not to pull up the stools. Keep 
the knife sharp and make the cutting 
strokes clean and decisive. 
Cut close 


to the stools, but not into them. 


Rods to be peeled are stood on end 
NOTES. BY .A WORKING FARMER 


in a pit containing water from four to 
six-inches deep and kept there until 
the sap rises (the buds open and leaves 
appear), when the bark can be re- 
moved. 


The peeled rods are quickly bleached 


and dried when exposed 'to the sun, 
after which they are sorted, tied in 
bundles and stored in a dark, dry place. 


Frequently willow rods are steamed 


or boiled in water for. three or four 


out through the soil. 


The tiny roots which spread out 


through the soil are busy all of the vatlon. 
time taking. up water from the soil 
for .the use of the stalk and leaves 
above. This water as It goes into the 
plant through the roots carries with 
it the plant food which it has dls- 


. solved out of the little soil particles. 


All of the food which comes from 


the soil must bo In solution before It 
can be used by the plant The water 
that goes in through the roots passes 
out through the leaves into the air and 
leaves the plant food behind to build 
up the tissues of the plant. 


If the soil is hard and lumpy the 


little roots cannot penetrate far Into 
it, but must feed near the surface. If 
we have a deep mellow seed bed, the 
roots are encouraged to go deep and 
gather plant food from a large amount 
of soil. 


The plant food In hard, lumpy ground 


Is not easily dissolved. 
Stirring the 


soil and breaking up the clods brings 
the water Into contact with more soil 
surface and hastens the solution of the 
plant food. 


Thrifty farmers try to keep their soil 


mellow and loose on the surface no 
that it will absorb and hold water 
enough to carry the plant through the 
dry, 
hot part of the season. 


The pictures .herewith show an in- 


teresting way in which the rdlnwate'rlSi 
enters the soil and how It comes back 
up to the surface by capilliary attrac- 
tion. 


In the first picture the rain Is soak- 


ing into the soil, passing down into U 
by gravity, and is stored for future 
use. 


The second picture shows how the 


water during dry weather moves up 
to supply the plants. On one side of 
the plant a mulch prevents the loss 
of molature, while on the other side 
the water is being lost by evaporation 
at the crusted surface. 


The third picture also gives a good 


Illustration 
of how moisture 
rises 


through capillarity upward through the 
dry soil. 


When a heavy rain falls the greater 


part of the water passes down through 
the soil until it reaches a place where 
all the openings between the soil par- 
ticles are filled with free water. Dur- 
ing the time between rains the plants 
must get their moisture from this sup- 
ply deep down in the ground.

them properly and care for the hides 
and how to prepare the oil for com- 
mercial use.

gether with the rattlers, as this ena- 
bles them to keep warmer than if there 
were only one or two. 


As the weather was cold the snakes 


were numb and sluggish and did not 
try to run away, but lay there, awrlth- 
ing, 
hissing, hideous mass. 


Thf round mam then began to-flat- 


ten out and get thinner as they slowly 
unwound.

GARDEN WORK FOR LATE SUMMER 


SILAGE MAKES GOOD BEEF 


Should Be Fed With Cotton- 


seed Meal and Plenty of 


Stover op Sweet Hay. 


farmers who use silage for carrying 


cattle through the winter sometimes 
make the mistake of turning them on 
grass before it has attained any size 
and when It is very succulent, as will 
be.-the case in the early spring. 


For grain feed corn and cottonseed 


meal according to the prices mentioned 
in your letter. Cottonseed meal con- 
tains considerably more protein than 
old process oilmeal and is cheaper than 
the latter, and is as satisfactory a con- 
centrate for feeding with corn to beef 
cattle as can be found. 


For.cattle to b« carried over, the ra- 


tion should consist of two parts of cot- 
tonseed meal and one part of corn. It 
is not necessary to feed more than one 
pound a day to commence with. This 
may be increased to one and one-half 
pounds and up gradually 
to 
four 


pounds. 


The cattle should be weighed at least 


once in thirty days. 
If they are not 


gaining 
satisfactorily 
increase 
the 


amounts of the grain. Cattle of the 
size mentioned will not eat more than 
thirty pounds of silage, ten pounds of 
hay and perhaps ten pounds of corn 
fodder per day. 


The hay may be fed in the mangers 


and the corn fodder might be fefl in 
racks out in the yards, and the cat'.le 
allowed to pick at it ad libitum. The 
silage should be fed In two equal feeds 
morning and evening, and the hay 
along in the evening, say S or 9 o'clock. 


Ono can estimate the feed needed 


pretty closely by weighing It two or 
three" times. As a matter of economy 


'••3!) feeding It will pay you to do this, 


becaujp. most farmers who have at- 
tempted to utilize silage for feeding 
beef cattle made the mistake of feed- 
Ing about twice as\much as Is really 
advisable or necessary to obtain a 
given result 


•While It is true that th*re Is a con- 


siderable amount of corn X silage. It 
Is still necessary to fe«d some grain 
along with It, for we mu*t remember 
that the grain In the silage is jzpt con- 


_ centreted, as In the case of the~jnature 
' corn. 
: 


If it is intended to fatten cattfe W 


In the next five months, ute the 
tnxovmt of tllage, and commence 


a small amount of grain, which should 
be increased gradually, say one-half 
pound each ten days, until you are 
feeding from twelve to fourteen pounds 
per day. 


Give the animals the same amount of 


clover hay and wh'ateyer roughness in 
the form of stover or corn fodder they 
•will consume. In the beginning it is 
belter to feed a larger proportion of 
cottonseed meal, say perhaps at the 
rate of two-thirds cottonseed meal and 
one-third corn or corn and cob meal. 


As the season advances these pro- 


portions should be reversed. .Keep the 
animals growing for the first three 
months of the feeding period, and dur- 
ing the last two or three months finish 
them. 
If we attempt to feed corn 


straight from the beginning they will 
not grow as 'well nor will they 'gain 
as rapidly as if you fed a larger amount 
of a concentrate rich in protein and a 
smaller amount of corn. 


Where corn is cheap it will probably 


not pay to grind it with the- cobs, but 
if it is more than 50 cents a bushel 
it will pay to grind it 


Mill feed would form a very good 


concentrate, though not as cheap as 
cottonseed meal. Of course old process 
oilmeal is a very fine foodstuff for beef 
cattle, but it is not more satisfactory 


Not all of us can be rich, but we can 


keep out of debt, lay by a little every 
year and have contented hearts. Many 
rich men do not possess this little 
asset. 


When the spring rain makes the 


ground soft dig out all the brush in 
the patch of useless ground and plant 
fruit trees. They will soon grow into 
money. 


It is not a question of whether we 


can afford a silo, but rather can we 
afford to do without one? Better plan 
now for one. 
Twenty acres of corn put into the 


silo will supply thirty head of thrifty- 
cows for .the year. Try it. 


A little brain work in planning short 


cuts in dairy work will save an im- 
mense amount of time and big work 
and time is money on tho farm, as it is 
.elsewhere. 


Is the boy getting a bit restless and 


talking of- starting, out for himself? 
Why not give him -a working interest 
in the farm and show that he does not 
have to go away to make money and 
become independent? 


The man with a grouch is the most 


undesirable animal on the farm. 


One big day's. work, with the boys 


and the hired man to hely, will put the 
yard and the grounds about the house 
in fine order. The wife will be pleased, 
too.

Treat the lilac shoots as weeds. Cut 


oft all seed pods if you want flowers 
next year. 


Mulch the hybrid perpetual rose 


bushes; keep the soil underneath moist 


Pull weeds. 
Many perpetual bloomers give bet- 


ter bloom in the fall if slightly pruned 
In August. 


Pick off all seed pods from the hol- 


lyiiock when they appear. The plant 
will thrive better. 


Cut away all but the strongest canes 


—half a. dozen are enough to leave— 
on the climbing' roses. Prune the June 
rose bushes. . •

rooted begonias are summer bloomers 
and should be doing their best now. 
Let them rest during winter. 


See that plunged pots are not al- 


lowed to dry out. Even in wet seasons 
the soil inside the pot may become too 
dry.

A rattle- 
snake bite is not so dangerous in early 
spring, as the poison bags ore nlmoit 
empty, nnd what little poison remain* 
Is weak and lacking in virulence. 


. if evaporates -during the • hiberna- 


ting period. A rattlesnake bite I* most 
dangerous from August to November, 
after the snakes have been out all 
summer, and their poison bass hat* 
become full again. 


Snakesklns are used In the manufac- 


ture of hatbands, belts, scarfs, cari 
and cipar cases, purses and pocket* 
books, and even waistcoats or v«»ti. 


A vest made of rattlesnake hide* 


sells for about $25, but those made 
from hides of non-poisonous -snakes 
are much cheaper. The price paid for 
snakesklns depends upon their beauty 
and the size of the make, 


The hides of poisonous snakes bring 


the highest prices. 


To skin a snake you simply make a 


slit down the under side of Its body 
and begin at the head and skin down 
live or six Inches, then place your 
heel upon the snake's neck and pull th» 
skin oft slowly, down to the tall. 


Care should be used when 
your 


hands are about the dead snake's head 
not to let one of Its fangs puncture 
the skin, more particularly If the snakt 
was killed In the summer or early au- 
tumn.

make money In the business as well. 


It does not pay to do anything half 


way, and it does not take any more 
time to properly care for 100 pigeons 
than for a dozen.

The great secret 
Is to get good 


birds, and only those that are mated. 
If a lot of unmated birds are put In a 
loft together there -will be a deal of 
flthtlng, squabbling and ess-breaking, 
and It may turn out that there are 
more males than females, or the other 
way. 


Never buy birds unless the dealer 


will guarantee mates. 


There is always a good demand for 


squabs, just as there is for poultry, 
and the market is not overdone. Game 
Is becoming scarcer every year and 
squabs are taking its place. 


It costs about $1 a year to feed a 


pair of ^pigeons, and high-class birds 
ought to average six pairs of squabs 
every year. These should sell for J3 
to JS.50, leaving a very decent mar- 
gin. 


IS FARM WIFE'S LOT HARD ? 


Regularity is perhaps more impor- 


tant in feeding sheep than any other 
animals, for they are naturally regular 
in their habits. 


With all classes of stock the value 


of the feed is the same, whether it be 
fed to the scrawniest of scrubs or the 
best of full-bloods.
